The operations of Alberta Pool Elevators for the 
year ending July 31, 1945, resulted in surplus earnings 
of $753,956.97. ; : 


Thix net earning was made after provision of 
$523,014.03 for depreciation on buildings and equipment, 
and $147,716.67 being interest payment to the Alberta 
government on the 1929 indebtedness. 


The aforementioned surplus was earned even in 
face of the fact that during the 1944-45 crop year handling 
charges in country elevators were cut substantially by the 
three prairie Wheat Pools.’ The average reduction on, such 
charges was around two cents in the case of wheat and 
lesser reductions were made in the handling charges for 
coarse grains. The main source of earnings, of course, 
was storage charges on Wheat Board grain. Much of that 
wheat has since been moved into export channels.’ 


During the 1944-45 crop year Alberta Pool Elevators 
handled 42,729,358 bushels of grain delivered by produc- 
ers. Handlings for the previous crop year were 41,528,972 


bushels. 


On July 31, 1945, the equity of Alberta Wheat Pool 
members in the organization was $7,201 ,464.42 as compayed | 
with $6,339,163.96 on July 31, 1944.

Ans.—Infectious Rhinitis, also 


_known as Bull Nose, Sniffles, Necrotic 


Rhinitis, is a chronic inflammation of 
the nose and adjacent sinuses, leading 
to deformity of the facial bones. Rhin- 
itis in pigs is endemic on certain farms. 
It is a soil infection. When the lesions 
are advanced the disease is generally 
regarded as incurable. In the early 
stages, dipping the snouts of the pigs 


in a creolin solution will sometimes ¥ 
stop the trouble. ne SRO

Ans.—Examine this cow’s mouth 
in case there may be some trouble with 
the teeth. Also give a dose of Epsom 
Salts and follow with a tablespoonful 
three times a day of a powder made up 
with equal pervs of Powdered Gentian

Hon. Lucien Maynard, Alberta’s 
Attorney General, brought greetings 
from the Provincial Government. He 
said Premier Manning had been un- 
able. to attend as he had to go to 
Ottawa. Mr. Maynard said the Goy- 
ernment was intensely interested in 
the -welfare of the Wheat Pool and 
recognized the valuable contribution 
the organization had made-to Alberta 
agriculture. 


Prairie Farmers’ Great Contribution 


George MclIvor, chairman of the 
Canadian Wheat Board, addressed 
the convention and paid high tribute 
to the contribution prairie farmers 
had made to the war effort. Since 
August; 1943, Canadian wheat has 
been exported at the average rate of 
a million bushels a day and this is 
likely to continue until next August, 
when exports for the three years will 
probably total a billion bushels. 

No other wheat exporting country 
in the world was in a position to 
supply such enormous quantities of 
wheat and, consequently, heavy re- 
liance had been placed upon Canada 
in the greatest crisis in world history. 
Canada will probably export 325 mil-

Co-operative Union 
Congress Considers 
Commission Report 


Special to The Western Farm Leader 

WINNIPEG, Man., Nov. 27th.— 
Meeting in an atmosphere of industrial 
unrest as the world struggled through 
the adjustment from war to peace, 
delegates to the National Congress of 
the Co-operative Union of Canada 
here heard leaders of the movement 
declare that the best hope for a tranquil 
society lay in co-operative principles 
and practices. 

The 200 delegates and visitors to 
the Congress, held from Nov. 26th 
to 28th inclusive, had these thoughts 
before them they studied a docu- 
ment which may have a considerable 
bearing on the future development of 
both rural and urban co-operatives. 
This was the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Taxation of Co-operatives, 
tabled by the Dominion Government 
in the. House of Commons last week. 
It was made public then in order that 
the Co-operative Congress’ should 
have a full opportunity to discuss the 
report while in session. 

The fact that the Commission re- 
garded patronage dividends as non- 
taxable was’ noted with approval, 
but certain other features of the report, 
which largely follows British practice, 
would hardly prove so palatable.

Details of Suggested Acreages for 
1946 Submitted to Ottawa 
Gathering 


WHEAT UNCHANGED 


Expected Prairies May Increase 
Wheat at Expense Oats—Meat 
Situation Reviewed

(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 

OTTAWA, Dec. 5th.—The fourth 
annual Dominion-Provincial agricul 
tural conference, which at time of 
writing is under way, is surveying the 
whole agricultural situation and plan- 
ning production for the coming year. 

The advantages derived by the 
whole agricultural industry from these 
conferences during the war have 
ensured them becoming an annual 
institution. That at least is the gen- 
eral belief. Ministers of Agriculture 
from all the Provinces and representa- 
tives of farming organizations are 
meeting with the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture and leading officials of 
his Department to hear and exchange 
views on the prenisins that face the 
production and marketing of agricul- 
tural products in a period which is so 
unsettled. For the most part recom- 
mendations placed before the Confer- 
ence for 1946 production reflect low 
stocks and continued demand. 


Suggested Wheat Acreages 


It is suggested that wheat acreage ‘ 
in 1946 should be the same as.in 1946; 
that is 23,414,100 acres for all Canada, 
6,824,000 acres in Alberta, 13,610,000 
in Saskatchewan and 2,132,000 in 
Manitoba, or 22,566,000 in the three 
Prairie Provinces. It is stressed that 
summer fallow acreage in the Prairie 
Provinces should be kept at approxi- 
mately 20,000,000 acres, and the 
recommendation is that there should 
be no decrease from the 19465 figure 
of 19,897,000 acres (5,715,000 in 
Alberta, 11,692,000 in Saskatchewan 
and 1,990,000 in Manitoba.) 

It is mentioned that increased pro- 
duction cannot be secured particularly 
in the drought periods by increasing 
acreage at the expense of summer-

Future Uncertain 

Mr. Mclvor said that once the war 
needs of Europe and Asia are met the 
future is uncertain. Britain has been 
taking around 146 million bushels of 
Sacanion wheat each year during the 
war, as against around 90 million 
bushels in pre-war years. While 
Canada can expect to retain a sub- 
stantial share of the British market, 
she must realize that the war years 
were exceptional. Continental Europe 
took an average of 122 million bushels 
of wheat from Canada annually in 
re-war years.

Sir John Orr, head of 
AO, is in favor of a policy for sta- 
bilizing wheat prices, and, in times 
of abundant production, holding the 
surplus in a reserve supply. 
Saved Farmers $11,500,000 

J. W. Baldwin, a director of the 
Manitoba Wheat Pool, said great 
results had been achieved by the three 
Pools working together and urged that 
this be continued. Referring to the 
cut in handling.charges made by the 
Wheat Pools last year, Mr. Baldwin 
said it meant a savings of $11,500,000 
to prairie farmers. He stated that 
farm organizations should be alert 
to the possibility that efforts will be 
made to restore speculative marketing 
of grain and discontinuance of the 
Wheat Board. The speculative system 
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Mr. Baldwin declared, and agriculture 
needs some guarantee of stability in 


order to produce an abundance of 
food. 
Thomas Bobier, director of the 


Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, said that 
organization had handled 160 million 
bushels of grain in its 1,135 country 
elevators last business year, or an 
average of 135,000 bushels per elevator.

New Canadian Books 
O cs year’s offering of books. by 


Canadian authors is not so 
impressive as last year’s, which 
included best sellers like Harth and 
High Heaven by Graham and Building 
of Jalna by De la Roche, which 
achieved the greatest sale both in 
Canada and the U.S. in the history of 
Canadian letters. 
Canadian War Books 
Nevertheless some very interesting 


Canadian books are appearing, among - 


them three books by Canadians about 
our fighting men on land and sea. 
Perhaps you think that war books will 
not be read much in the future. I 
think this is a mistaken view. The 
greatest tragedy in the world’s history 
was also, for a multitude of men, their 
greatest adventure, and I think they 
will wish to read about it, once they 
have settled down to ordinary living. 
It was so after the last Great War 
and for all the period between the 
two wars. It will be so again, I feel 
sure. 

However, it is true that just at 
present the public are sated with war 
books and war pictures, of which 
there has been a flood. And so Ross 
Munro’s Gauntlet to Overlord (Mac Mil- 
lan, $3.00) will not receive the welcome 
which it deserves, even though we 
are busy welcoming our men back from 
overseas and this is the first book to 
describe in detail the various cam- 
paigns in which ‘the Canadian Army 

articipated, in Normandy, in Hol- 


and, in Germany, in Sicily and Italy.. 


Ross Munro made a fine reputation 
as a war correspondent, and has 
written a vivid and interesting book, 
which Canadians in large numbers 
will wish to read. It is fit to stand 
beside that other fine book, Matthew 
Halton’s 7'en Years to Alamein, about 
which I wrote last year. 

A Canadian paratrooper, Leo Heaps, 
who was with the British airborne 
Division at Arnhem, has written a 
book about his share in that gallant 
enterprise, Escape from Arnhem (Mac- 
Millan,. $3.00). 

And the third book is about life 
on the lower decks in the Canadian 
Navy. It is called Saints, Devils and 
Seamen, and is by Lt. 
Pugsley (Collins, $3.00). It is, if my 
memory serves me right, the first 
serious book on the Canadian Navy. 

John Davis has done a similar job 
well for British sailors in Lower Deck 
(MacMillan, $2.50) which describes 


life. in a British destroyer in the 
Mediterranean. 
Some Books About Alberta and 


Albertans 

New biographies which I can rec- 
ommend are hard to find this year, 
but here are the lives of two prominent 
Alberta women, one an autobiography, 
the other a biography. Nellie Mc- 
Clung’s The Stream Runs Fast (Allén, 
$2.50) is the second volume of: her 
autobiography, continuing the story 
of Clearing in the West, and will no 
doubt touch on her lengthy sojourn 
in Calgary and Alberta. 

Emily Murphy, Crusader, by Hope 
Sanders (MacMillan, $3.50) is a 
biography of a well known Edmonton 
woman whose name will be familiar 
to many of my, readers. They will 
remember her Ya tter under her pen 
name of Janey Canuck. If these two 
books appear in time for Christmas 
they will solve the gift problem for 
many Albertans.

It is about a happy 
French-Canadian family in ull, 
Quebec, though its author, a French- 
Canadian, has lived for some years 
in the U.S. The family is seen through 
the eyes of a discerning small boy, and 
the humor is quiet and satisfying. 

The success of such a book in the 
U.S. and of books like Earth and High 
Heaven, of Johnny Chinook and 
several other recent books, is evidence 
that Canadian books are at long last 
breaking into the American market 
which has been more or less closed 
to them. Perhaps this is, in part, .

New Novels 

Not many distinguished novels have 
appeared this year. but at least one 
unique novel, recently pune is 
White Tower by James Ullman (Long- 
man’s, $3.50). I have read this boo 
with great enjoyment. It is unique 
in that it is written by an expert 
mountaineer and has a mountaineering 
plot. The White Tower is a fabulous 
peak in Switzerland, and the novel is 
written around its thrilling climb by 
a party of five people and a Swiss 
guide. The five climbers consist of 
an American, an Englishman, a French- 
man, a German Officer and a Viennese 
girl. For each of these the mountain 
is a spiritual symbol and challenge. 
This is probably the only mountain- 
eering novel of consequence written 
hitherto. In spite of the mountaineer- 
ing technique, which might trouble 
some readers, it is a most satisfying 
novel. It is beautifully written, has 
good characterization, pace, suspense 
and a fine oven at see of life. 


Another novel greatly enjoyed 
reading is The One of Trembling © 
Leaves, by Clark (Random, $3.00

Rabbit Hilt by Robert Lawson

Lawson feels that it was the rabbit, 
Little Georgie, who won the prize 
for him. When you see Little Georgie 
leaping into your life from the frontis- 

iece you will agree that he ought to 
yave a prize. The story is good and 
the pictures are even better. It is 
all about the rabbits and moles and 
field mice and squirrels and skunks 
whose existence depends on whether 
the new folks who are coming to live 
in the big house are good gardeners or 
not. The little animals watch the 
people move in. They watch the 
garden grow and at the appointed 
time they take their fair share. A 
sign appears in the garden, it says, 
“There is enough for all’. There is 
enough delight in this book for the 
whole family, but you could give it 
to the eight to ten year olds. 

Other Books for Youngest Children 


To go back to books for the youngest 
children. In the Forest by Marie 
Hall Ets (Viking, $1.00) tells a very 
simple story with the repetition that 
small children love, and its pictures 
are full of the detail which yi 
tothem. Katy No-Pocket, by Emmy 
Payne (Houghton, $2.50) for slightly 
older children, is all about Katie 
Kangaroo who had no _ pocket in 
which to carry her little boy. How 
the problem is solved is told in solemn 
words and rollicking pictures. . For 
the small boy who loves trains there is 
always Choo Choo by Virginia Lee 
Burton (Houghton, $2.50). This story 
and its pictures of the little engine, 
her engineer and fireman and _ the 
conductor, is full of accurate and 
satisfying detail. 

For Older Boys and Girls 


Three distinguished authors have 
provided joy for the older boys and 
girls who like a touch of realistic 
magic in their books. But they play 
fair by putting fantastic happenings 
in a familiar world. The Wind on the 
Moon, by Eric Linklater, is a story 
with great appeal for boys and girls 
because, once you accept the fact that 
two girls, Doreen and Dorinda, have 


been changed by magic into kangaroos,

TO CONTROL SHOW BEEF SALES 


The following changes in the regulations governing the sale of show | 
beef became effective on and after November 19, 1945. 


1. Only beef from cattle exhibited at an authorized show may be 
classed as ‘‘show beef’’. Authorization for such classification 
must come from the Administrator of Meat and Meat Products, 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 


2. The secretary of an exhibition which has been named as an 
‘tauthorized show’’ shall have from the Administrator of Meat 
and Meat Products a written notice of such authorization. The 
notice must be displayed in a prominent place where the show 
is being held. 


3. All carcasses classed as ‘‘show beef’’ must have a cold dressed 

| weight at the place of slaughter of not less than 300 pounds, 
and must be in accordance with the specifications for either 
‘Choice Beef"’ (red brand) or Good Beef, (blue brand) as set 
forth in the Livestock and Livestock Products Actx All cattle 
coming from such shows must have been ear-tagged before going 
to the place of slaughtering. 


4. All beef from cattle exhibited at ‘‘authorized shows"’ held in 
Saskatchewan, Alberta or Manitoba must have been slaughtered 
in an inspected plant situated in one of those provinces in order 
to qualify as *‘show beef.”’ 


BUTTERFAT FOR CREAM PRODUCTION 


On November 1 the order restricting cream sales to 100 per cent of 
a distributor's June, 1944, sales Cin pounds of butterfat) was amended 
to allow an increase of 10 per cent over-the basic period. The revision 
was made to relieve shortages of cream in communities where return- 
ing servicemen and other population shifts had swelled the demand. 
No change in the fmaximum butterfat content of cream has been 
authorized, and all cream sold must not exceed 18 per cent butterfat 
strength. The sale of whipping cream is still prohibited. Cream dis- 
tributors may, however, sell up to 110 per cent of their, June, 1944, 
quota. ‘ 


FARMERS’ RATION COUPONS 


Coupons covering farmer sales or farm household consumption of 
meat and butter, and sales of preserves must be forwarded to Local 
Ration Boards in primary producers’ envelopes (RB-61). Reports for 
December should reach the Local Ration Boards not later than 
January 10.

Western agricultural leaders attend- 
ing the Dominion-Provincial agricul- 
tural conference in Ottawa suggeste 
that wheat acreage should be increased 
for the 1946 crop. Wesson, 

resident of the Saskatchewan Wheat 

ool, advocated an acreage of 25,500,- 
000 as compared with a seeded acreage 
this year of 23,414,000. W. J. Parker, 

resident of the Manitoba Wheat 

ool, and Norman F. Priestley, Al- 
berta representative of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, supported 
the idea of increased wheat acreage. 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Minister of 
Agriculture, said that if wheat acreage 
was increased it would be at the expense 
of acreage for coarse grains neede 
to maintain the production of good 
beef and bacon to meet overseas 
commitments. He pointed out that 
the wheat carryover was just now 
getting down .to normal figures and 
should not be permitted to mount 
again as it had during the war years. 
On the other hand, there is a shortage 
of feed grains. 

Heavy European Demand 

George MclIvor, chairman of the 
Wheat Board, told the Alberta Wheat 
Pool convention that the wheat carry- 
over would be down to,around 7 
million bushels next July, that the 
demand from Europe this year was

No one can accurately judge what 
the future holds for wheat. The last 
good crop Europe harvested was in 
1939 and food of any kind is mighty 
scarce in that ‘‘dark continent’. But 
farmers have a way of restoring pro- 
duction quickly, and if Europe gets 
a lucky weather break in 1946 its 
wheat import requirements for next 
crop year may drop substantially. 

Then no one can say what sort of 
a crop Canada and the United States 
will produce next year. The latter 
country has had a succession of three 
record-breaking crops in a row. Can- 
ada’s production dropped to less than 
308 million bushels this year, but this. 
country has had some fine crops during 
the war. No one can say what will be 
produced in 1946. 

Buying Power Lacking 

Another factor is the lack of buying 
power in Europe and elsewhere around 
the world. Canadian government 
funds are providing for the bulk of 
current wheat purchases and supply- 
ing the same to importing countries 
mainly on either a credit or gift basis. 

While the surplus wheat situation 
has been solved, the subject is still a 
problem.

The determining factor is the 
feed grain situation. It is sug ested 
that the Alberta oats acreage should 
be 3,170,500 or 5 per cent lower than 
in 1945, that of Saskatchewan 5,320,000 
—down 7 percent, and Manitoba 
1,645,500, down 3 per cent. Ontario 
is expected to sow 2,022,000 acres, an 
increase of 33 . cent and Quebec 
to have 1,684,000 acres, up 2 per cent. 
The suggested acreage for all Canada 
is 14,310,200, only slightly under 1945. 
The barley acreage is expected to be 
up 9 per cent in' each of the three 
Prairie Provinces, bringing the total 
for all Canada to 8,000,000 acres com- 
andthe with 7,350,000 in 1945. Little 
arley is grown in Eastern Canada. 
Rye acreage is expected to remain at 
1945 levels, and the same applies to 
mixed grains. The estimates provide 
for very small feed grains carryovers. 


Decline in Meat Production 

The report placed before the con- 
ference showed a decline of 15 per 
cent in the production of meat in 
1945 from the high production of the 
previous year. Combined inspected 
and non-inspected output for the year 
is estimated at 2,400,000,000 pounds. 
nse | over 70 cent is from in- 
spected plants. It is expected that 
there will be a further minor decline 
in meat production in 1946, which it 
is anticipated will amount in total 
to about 2,350,000,000 pounds. 

The decrease in meat production 
has been due to the drop of tne third 
in hog marketings, this decline being 
only partially offset by increases in 
the output of beef and other kinds 
of meat. The preliminary figure for 
the marketings for 1945 stands at 
5,900,000 an recommendations for 
1946 are that this should be increased 
to 6,148,000, with an advance in 
Alberta’s contribution by 3 per cent 
from 1,935,000 to 2,000,000, and that 
Ontario, the second Province in hog 
roduction, should increase its output 
rom 1,847,000 to 2,000,000. It is 
also suggested that Manitoba increase 
its hog marketings from 470,000 to 
500,000. The other Provinces are 
asked to produce at least an equal 
amount with that of 1945. 

The number of hog marketings must 
be kept to the figure suggested if 
Canada is to send the contracted 
450,000,000 pounds of bacon to Brit- 
ain during the next year, at the same 
time providing supplies for the do- 
mestic rationed market. It is pointed 
out that if in 1947 there is any you? 
reduction in exports, the demand 
from home markets may take up the 
slack, through removing restrictions. 

Cattle marketings in 1945 amounted 
to 1,720,000, and it is suggested that 
the same amount should be maintained 
in 1946. -Exports to. the United 
Kingdom reached 240 million pounds 
of fresh, frozen or canned beef on 
carcass basis in 1945. The expansion 
of the number of cattle on farms be- 
yond the estimates for 1946 “is not 
recommended. It is considered advis- 
able for producers to take advantage 
of the good market for beef and reduce 
cattle numbers, both beef and dairy 
type, by liquidation of inferior stock.’’ 


Dairy Products Situation 

Recommendations for milk produc- 
tion for 1946 are for slightly less than 
18 billion pounds. The estimate for 
the present year is about 17.6 billion 
ounds. The output for October and 
ovember was lower than anticipated. 
although good pastures in Eastern 
Canada helped the situation. The 
consumption of dairy products keeps 
up, with demands for concentrated 
milk from UNRRA and the increase 
in domestic needs. The contract for 
125,000,000 pounds of cheese for 


Britain expires on March 31, 1946, . 


but this has now been renewed to the 
same date in 1947. 

(One of the reasons why consumption 
of butter has recently been so high 
has been the return of men from over- 
seas where the supply of butter has 
been pretty slim.) 

The requirements for creamery but- 
ter for 1946, estimated on seven ounces 
per week plus exports of 5 million 

ounds to West Indies and New- 
oundland, are estimated at 310,000,000 
pounds, which is 5 per cent more than 
the estimated production of . 294,- 
493,000 pounds in 1045.

Sort Librarians Hail With Joy 

The author of Victoria 43, Vaughan 
Wilkins, has written his first children’s 
book. The publishers describe After 
Bath (Cape, $2.50) as. ‘“‘both a saga 
of adventure and a fruity fantasy’ 
and I cannot do better than_ that. 
Here is the sort of book which librar- 
ians hail with joy because they know 
how much pleasure it is going to give 
to boys and girls. Indeed, I have not 
found so much entertainment in_an 
book for a long time. The Lor 
Wizard of Minchester is losing his 
magic powers. One of his seven league 
boots has refused to go the way His 
When he 
reached into the air for a cigarette, 
he got only a stump. He didn’t see 
how he was going to keep the castle 
over their heads. So his two oldest 
children, William and Garland, with 
MacAlpin, a noole polar bear with a 
taste for literature, set out to get a 
new supply of magic. After Bath is 
the wild story of their adventures. 
You will never forget Ferocity Smith, 
the unprincipled principal of the Grem- 
lin Academy, or Mrs. Cloke who has 
a passion for dressmaking and is 
supremely magic. It is impossible to 
imagine a boy or girl between eight 
and twelve who will not be entranced 
by this book. 

Old Folk Tale Retold 

No Room is an old folk tale retold 
by Rose Dobbs (Coward, $1.25). ‘‘Not 
so long ago there lived a selfish old 
peasant and his wife in the smallest 
hut the world had ever seen.” ‘Times 
become hard and his daughter has 
to come home to live with her parents, 
briaging her husband and baby. The 
old man cannot stand it. He goes to 
the wise man who advises him to take 
some of the animals in too. When he 
is finally allowed to let the goat and 
the pig and the cow out again, the 
house seems roomy and the old man is 
content. The pictures are full of 
humor and the idea of filling up the 
house with animals appeals to children. 

For older boys and girls there is 
Sturdy Rogue, by Madgalen King-Hall 
(Winston, $3.00) a fine adventure 
story of the days of Queen Elizabeth. 
It gives an excellent picture of life 
in England in those stirring days, but 
this is purely incidental to the story, 
which is absorbing. 

Meet the Malones (Crowell, $2.00)” 
by. Lenora Weber, is the story of a 
delightful modern American family. 
The boys and girls are self-reliant and 
interesting. This account of their 
home life makes entertaining reading 
for older girls. 

Canada Farouge Toung Champlain's 
yes 

It may seem a little disrespectful 
to call the Father of Canada Sam 
Champlain, but he is such a real boy 
in the first chapters of Louise Tharp’s 
book Champlain, Northwest Voyager 
(Little, $2.00), that it is Bb sp 
to think of him in a more formal way. 
It is not so much that history comes 
alive in. this excellent biography as 
that the reader has the thrill se gon 
Canada for the first time through the 
eyes of this eager young Frenchman.

and action.’’ Meanwhile the national 
Board of Directors of the Co-operative 
Union is to keep in close touch with 
developments, ‘“‘and take such . steps 
as they deem advisable in the. best 
interests of the co-operative move- 

ment in Canada.” 

A motion was adopted asking the 
board in any event to see that there 
is no retroactive assessment of co- 
operatives. 

In another resolution, the congress 
expressed appreciation of Mr. Arna- 
son’s work as a commissioner. 


Plan in National Economy Stressed 


In his address to the congress, W. 
C. Good of Brantford, Ontario, who 
for 24 years has been eee of the 
Co-operative Union of Canada, stressed 
the place of the movement in the future 
economy of the nation. ‘‘The only 
permanently effective remedy for in- 
dustrial conflict,’’ he declared, ‘‘is the 
application of the Lurching Wd and 
economic principles* of the Co-opera- 
tive movement to the industrial rela- 
tions between employer and em- 
ployee;” and he said further: 

“ Unless Co-operative practices 
grow among the urban people, there 
ts little chance that farmers can 
permanently preserve their freedom 
for co-operative organization. There- 
fore, merely in_ self-defence, they 
should see to it that city people also 
develop co-operative techniques. 
‘Unless co-operation develops among 


-\yvarious industrial classes, and the. 


various kinds of co-operative activities 
are satisfactorily co-ordinated, not 
only will the economic advantages 
derivable from special co-o eratives 


‘be greatly limited, but the very 


existence of co-operatives may» be 
jeopardized.” ° 


Seek Big Membership Increase — 


The national organizer, Mr. Mac- 
donald, pointed out that the total 
co-operative membership in Canada 
is still below the million mark—most 
of it on the farms—and that a real 
effort should be made to step up this 
‘membership. 

Through the Union, an all-out 
effort is to be made to get 500,000 
new members of Canadian co-opera- 
tives in 1946. A motion was passed 
to this effect, calling for intensive 
organization and publicity work.
